Kohl wins first post-reunification election 


BONN, Germany — Chancellor Helmut Kohl's center-right coalition on 
Sunday easily won the first free all-German elections since 1932, buoyed by his 
popularity as the man who crafted swift unification. 

The balloting capped a breathtaking transformation that began with a revolt 
last ‘year against East Germany’s Communist government and led to the 
merging of Hast and West Germany on Oct. 3. 

East Germany’s former ruling Communist Party, now called the Party for 
Demoeratic Socialism, won some seats inthe new German Parliament, but lost 
much of the support it had earlier this year. 

In perhaps the biggest surprise, the Greens environmental party of former 
West Germany, Europe’s best-known ecology movement,-lost-all their-seats. 
Only the Gyeens’ sister party in,easterm.Germany won! séats in the new— 
parliament. 

A jubilant Kohl was greeted at his Christian Democrat party headquarters 
by a throng of well-wishers. “This is a day of great joy,” he told them.

Special performance to benefit Africans

Jean Groberg displays pictures of 
her trip to Mali, Africa on her office 
wall. She pauses as she recalls one 
little native boy who is still there. “I 
write to him, but he probably doesn’t 
understand a word,” she said. 

Groberg, a nurse practitioner at 
the Howard S. McDonald Health 
Center, traveled to this Western 
African country near the Sahara 
Desert as part of the Utah/Ouelusse- 
bougou Alliance, a group which seeks 
to provide assistance to citizens 
there. 

The people desperately need medi- 
cal equipment, Groberg said. For ex- 
ample, if a woman has complications 
when delivering a baby, she may have 
to travel a great distance, as much as 
four or five hours, to get help. 

But even if they do get there in 
time, said Groberg, “What have they 
got to live for unless we help them?” 

Groberg said there are millions of 
these people who need assistance, 
and this can seem overwhelming. 
However, if everyone helped just one 
person, it would make a big differ- 
ence. 

Unfortunately, this becomes more 
difficult as requests grow with a 
spreading knowledge of the program, 
she said. 

Dr. Phillip Hale, an opthamologist 
who practices in Ogden, has made 
several trips to Africa. He said people 
worry here about raising large sums 
of money for organ transplants, and 
the benefits are much more concen- 
trated. 

However, “A few dollars over 
there can save many lives,” he said. 
This is vital as three or four out of 
every 10 children die before age 10. 

When Hale returned from Africa, 
he told his parents of conditions there

Detmer broke 29 NCAA records 
and tied five during the season, statis- 
tics which could have contributed to 
all of the six regions voting Detmer as 
the No. 1 college football player of the 
year. The Cougar quarterback was 
chosen by 47 former winners of the 
trophy and 870 sports journalists, 
who submitted their ballots for their 
choices first through third. 

BYU players placed in the top 10 in 
the voting nine times in the last 17 
years. The tenth time brought the 
honor to.the team, the program and 
the school. Steve Young, currently 
with the San Francisco ‘49ers, came 
the closest to capturing the trophy in 
1983.when he gained 1,172 points in 
the polling placing second to Mike 
Rozier. 

Robbie Bosco, currently an offen- 
sive assistant for the Cougars, placed 
only third in the Heisman voting 
when he quarterbacked BYU to a na- 
tional championship his junior year. 
He said,“There is no question Ty de- 
served it, he was the best player this 
year.” 

Bosco said Detmer’s accomplish- 
ment shows that the award can be 
won by any player — even a player 
from the West. 

Detmer is not expectingghis life to 
be muckiflifferent since the ahthounce- 
ment.

Cougars lose big at Hawaii

The BYU football team went to Hawaii Thursday seek- 
ing revenge for last year’s 56-14 loss to Hawaii but what 
they ect was a dose of déja vu, losing to the Rainbows 
g09-28. 
1 “This game was a very bitter pill, a very tough loss,” 
said Coach LaVell Edwards. “Hawaii played hard and we 
just didn’t execute. We were very frustrated.” 

The loss spoiled any hopes the Cougars had of winning 
the national championship as BYU dropped to No. 9 in the 
UPI poll. 

“Some of us were ready to play and some weren't. As a 
team you can’t do that, especially against a team like 
Hawaii,” said senior linebacker Alema Fitisemanu. 
“Aawaii worked hard and played well.” 

+ The game began just hours after BYU quarterback Ty 
Detmer was named the winner of the 1990 Heisman Tro- 
phy and it did not take long for the Rainbows to ruin the 
celebration. 

“The loss today takes away a lot of the enjoyment from 
the trophy, I can *t enjoy it,” said Detmer. “We had an off 
day all around.” 

Senior defensive lineman Rich Kaufusi said the Cougars 
all feel like they have a little part of the Heisman, “even 
though we didn’t quite sxetnplify it in the game.” 

Hawaii scored on its first possession of the game on a 
29-yard pass from senior quarterback Garrett Gabriel to 
wide receiver Dane McArthur. McArthur hurt the Cou- 
gars all night as he ran for 126 yards and a touchdown and 
also caught eight passes for 92 yards and one touchdown. 

BYU answered back as Detmer took the Cougars the 
‘length of the field and then ran for a touchdown to tie the 
score at 7-7. Hawaii then scored on its next possession 
when running back Jamal Farmer ran for his first of three 
touchdowns on the day to put Hawaii up 14-7. Then the 
nightmare began for BYU. 
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The Cougar’s next two possessions ended with inter- 
ceptions in the hands of Rainbow defensive back Kenny 
Harper who tied a school record for interceptions in a 
game with three. Hawaii took advantage of the turnovers 
to run the score to 28-7 by the end of the first quarter. 

The second quarter was more of the same as Detmer 
threw two more interceptions and fullback Mike Salido 
fumbled a punt. Hawaii again took advantage of good field 
position from the turnovers and turned them into points 
to end the half with a 35-14 lead. 

“We got some breaks and capitalized,” said Hawaii’s 
Coach Bob Wagner. “There’s no question that’s the win of 
the year by a bunch.” 

Fullback Peter Tuipulotu said he could not point out 
what went wrong except to say that everything fell apart. 
“We broke down defensively, offensively and on special 
teams. It was a team thing.” 

Detmer said he felt the Cougars were ready to play but 
“we had two to three plays where we didn’t communi- 
cate.” Detmer never seemed to have enough time to 
throw. or the protection he needed as Hawaii’s defense 
blitzed often and pressured him all game. 

“We tried to do what we could but things didn’t work 
out,” said offensive lineman Neal Fort. ” 

Detmer threw for 319 yards and three touchdowns on 
his way to breaking the 5,000 yard passing barrier for the 
year. The Heisman winner finished the regular season 
with 5,188 yards and 41 touchdowns. 

Hawaii’s Gabriel threw for 359 yards and two touch- 
downs and ran for one more. “Gabriel has had two truly 
outstanding games against BYU,” Edwards said. ” 

Gabriel executed the Rainbow’s run and shoot offense 
to perfection as Hawaii rolled over the Cougar defense for 
667 yards. Hawaii’s 59 points was the most ever scored by 
an opponent in the history of BYU football. 

The Cougars will have another year to think about 
losing to Hawaii and much to the relief of the Cougars, the 
next time these two teams meet the game will be in Provo.

Heisman history

Former top-ranking coach, John 
W. Heisman, and Ty Detmer share a 
common interest. Heisman worked to 
legalize the forward pass — Detmer is 
helping to perfect it. 

Before 1895, forward passes were 
illegal in football. Heisman was 
watching a game in which the punter 
got into trouble and passed the ball to 
a teammate who then ran for a touch- 
down. The referee missed the play 
and the touchdown counted. Later, 
Heisman lobbied in favor of the for- 
ward pass. In 1906, the pass was le- 
galized. 

Another similarity between the 
two men is the Heisman Trophy. The 
trophy was named after Heisman and 
Detmer is this year’s winner of the 
coveted award. 

The trophy was first awarded on 
Dec. 9, 1935, to Jay Berwanger, a 
back at the University of Chicago, 
who gained more than a mile from the 
line of scrimmage in 23 games. 

The award was named the D.A.C. 
Trophy, after the Downtown Athletic 
@lub in'New York City. The D.A.C. 
was the first to come up with the idea 
of presenting an award to the best 
college athlete. 

In October of the following year, 
Heisman died of bronchial pneumo- 
nia. He had been the director of the 
D.A.C. for the past seven years. Asa

Heisman played football at Brown 
from 1887 to 1889 and then went on to 
play at Penn St. for two seasons while 
he earned his law degree. 

He chose coaching over law and had 
a 185-68-18 record over a 36-year pe- 
riod. One of those wins was a 220 to 0 
win by Georgia Tech over Cumber- 
land in 1916. 

Although the Heisman Trophy has 
never been won by a BYU athlete, 
there have been nine different BYU 
candidates competing for the award. 
Among those candidates, eight of 
them have been quarterbacks. 

The closest a BYU player has ever 
come to winning the trophy was in 
1983 when Steve Young came in sec- 
ond to Mike Rozier. 

That’s something coach LaVell Ed- 
wards is very proud of. “We have had 
a lot of guys that have come close and 
have been very deserving of the tro- 
phy. It makes me feel good when good 
things neruer to the players.” 

Although the Heisman Trophy is 


intended to go to the best playersin | 
college for the current year, some f¢el :

Notre Dame’s Raghib “Rocket” 
Ismail, recipient of the 1990 Walter 
Camp player of the year trophy, was 
the runner-up to Ty Detmer in this 
year’s race for the John W. Heisman 
Memorial Trophy. 

Ismail received 287 first-place 
votes and 1,177 points to Detmer’s 
316 first-place votes and 1,482 points 
in the nationwide balloting. 

Ismail was trying to become the 
eighth Notre : 

Dame player to 
garner Heisman 
Trophy honors. — 

While Detmer 
impressed the 
Heisman voters" 
with his sensa-. 
tional stats, Is-. 
mail gained sup-. 
port with his. 
versatility, spee 
and flair for th 
big play.

game, Ismail 
made the most of : 
his opportunities. | 


The junior aver-RAGHIB ISMAIL 


aged 157 all-purpose yards per 
game, ranking him ninth in the na- 
tion. As a receiver, runner and kick 
returner he scored six touchdowns 
and gained an average of 14 yards 
every time he handled the ball. 

“He’s the most exciting player we 
have seen- play in many, many 
years,” Kevin O’Brien, president of 
the Walter Camp Football Founda- 
tion, said during the Camp presenta- 
tion. 

Ismail’s value was as noticeable 
when he didn’t play as when he did. 
Because of a bruised thigh he missed 
all but one play in Notre Dame’s loss 
to Stanford and sat out the second- 
half against Penn State when he 
reaggravated the thigh bruise. 
Those were the only two games lost 
by Notre Dame. 

“In the games he didn’t play, they 
lost. I can’t think of anybody who 


has a more profound effect on a 
team,” Jim Fyffe; WLMI radio, 
Montogemery, Ala. said in a USA 
Today article. 

After getting off to a sluggish 
start at the beginning of the season, 
Ismail jumped .into the Heisman 
race in week five of the season when 
Notre Dame beat the Air Force 
Academy.. He gained. 223 all-pur- 
pose yards, including career high of 
six catches for 172 yards. 

Then the following week on na- 
tional television, Ismail enjoyed the 

best game of his 
career against the 
University of Mi- 
ami, when he 
gained 268 all- 
purpose yards. 
Including 100 
yards in rushing 
and a 94-yard 
kickoff return for 
a touchdown. 
In the game 
against Navy, Is- 
added a 
straight 
200-yard day with 
The 


University 
Pittsburgh. . 

In his last chance to himself for 
the Heisman, Ismail gained 189 all- 
purpose yards against the Univer- 
sity of Southern California. During 
the game he had back-to-back plays 
of 31 yards on a reverse, which was 
called back because of a penalty, and 
41 yards on.a screen play. 

“Ismail is one of three or four best 
players ever to play college foot- 
ball,” Penn State’s coach Joe Pa- 
terno said. 

Colorado University’s running 
back Erie Bieniemy, the nation’s 
second leading rusher and fourth in 
all-purpose yardage took third in 
the balloting with 114 first-place 
votes and 798 points. 

Bieniemy gained 148 yards per 
game and scored 17 touchdowns to 
become Colorado’s all-time leading 
rusher and scorer.

SALT LAKE CITY — BYU foot- 
ball players waited for Heisman Tro- 
phy winner Ty Detmer to finish up 
interviews after the announcement 
was made Saturday. Then teammates 
grabbed Detmer and tossed him into 
the hotel pool. 

“We wanted to show our apprecia- 
tion to him for all his good efforts this 
year,” Rich Kaufusi, senior defensive 
tackle, said. 

Detmer’s teammates praised the 
quarterback’s contributions to this 
year’s team at the Salt Lake Airport 
Sunday morning. 

“T don’t think it could have hap- 
pened to a more deserving player,” 
said halfback Matt Bellini. 

“T don’t know one kid who deserved 
it more,” said offensive lineman Neal 
Fort. 

Kaufusi said the team talked about 
the Heisman a lot last week. “We just 
thought that if he didn’t win, it was 
doing the Heisman Trophy an injus- 
tice. BYU has been deserving of it 
after all the quarterbacks who’ve 
been here.” 

Ty exemplified the BYU team 
spirit Saturday when he raised a hand 
in the air and said, “We got it!” as the 
Heisman announcement was made. 
Detmer has said that the recognition 
he has received this season is some- 
thing to be shared with the entire 
team. The team agrees. 

“A team is a team, not a bunch of 
individuals. You play better as a team 
not as individuals,” said center Bob 
Stephens. 

Fort added, “The offensive line 
doesn’t get much attention. Ty gives 
us credit where credit is due. The tro- 
phy is recognition for us too. How 
many people can say they blocked for 
a Heisman Trophy winner.” 

Fellow lineman Stephens said, “We 
feel like we had a lot to contribute to 
Ty winning the award. We get a lot of 
satisfaction from that.” 

Bellini said, “We were really ex- 


cited: It makes you feel proud to know 
you were a part of it, you helped.” 

“Everyone feels they have a little 
part in Ty winning the trophy,” Kau- 
fusi said. 

Teammates say they could see that 
Detmer was nervous throughout the 
week. 

“Yeah, he was nervous. Who 
wouldn’t be,” Stephens said. 

“Ty was really nervous. You could 
see it was getting to him. He was not 
knowing what to expect,” Fort said. 
“He handled it well.”

Aviation played an important role in 
establishing the’ authority of the new 
Turkish Republic during the two decades 
between World War I and World War 
II. A credible military arm was estab- 
lished for external defense and maintain- 
ing internal order; a civilian national 
airline was organized for joining the 
areas’ of the state more closely together; 
and elevated levels of scientific, techni- 
cal, and mechanical knowledge were 
introduced to the population. By the end 
of the 1930s, Turkey had the most ad- 
vanced aviation establishment, both 
civilian and military, of any Middle 
Eastern state. 


Books on German grammar and text- 
books designed for learning the German 
language all contain a body of words and 
a set of rules describing how these 


words are correctly used. In most cases, 
however, this information is based on 
intuition or information contained. in 
written sources, for example, literature, 
news-papers, etc. A current study based 
on colloquial spoken German material 
collected during the past two years 
provides some interesting insights about 
what the German language really is.

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Recession defined TEAM REACTION

Some report the recession is here, 
while others contend no one knows if 
it exists. Despite the disharmony, 
BYU students can reduce the chance 
that they will be adversely affected 
by a recession. 

According to The Associated Press, 
“Recession is here,” the National As- 
sociation of Business Economists said 
Tuesday in a report by 51 professional 
forecasters. 

However, data can’t be compiled 
fast enough to predict if we’re in a 
recession or not, said Clayne Pope, 
BYU economics professor. 

There isn’t any reason to take ac- 
tion, Pope said. Economists can’t 
forecast GNP that accurately to know 
if we’re in a recession at this point, he 
said. 

Dwight M. Blood, BYU professor 
of managerial economics and acting 
chair of the economics department, 
said, “One thing is absolutely clear — 
we're in an economic stage that bor- 
ders between a definitional recession 
and very slow rate of continuing eco- 
nomic growth.” 

Dean S. Dutton, associate BYU 
economics professor, said, “Reces- 
sion means depressed economic activ- 
ity, which means not as many jobs are 
available for students and recent 

graduates.” 

A Golie say the economy could never 
be as bad as it was in the 1930s be- 
cause the government isn’t capable of 
making mistakes as stupid as they did 
then, Pope said. On the other hand, 
others say you never know how 
stupid the government can get, he 
said. 

“We think we’re in a recession, and 
the recession began some time in the 
summer,” said David H. Resler, chief 
economist for Nomura Securities Inc. 
in New York, to The Associated 
Press. 

The term recession is feared more 
than it should be, said David Spencer, 
associate BYU economics professor. 
There is some pain felt by a recession, 
but not universally. 

Most recessions don’t anywhere re- 
motely resemble the hardship felt 
during the depression, he said. 

“There are a lot of isolated geo-

graphical examples of recession, but 
not uniformly through every state,” 
Blood said. 

He said geographic areas with a 
strong economy are Southern Califor- 
nia, Cincinnati, Cleveland and 
Chieago and other places that have 
large industries. Utah seems to be 
doing quite well, he said. 

Pope said the whole economy isn’t 
dead; it’s certain parts that are dying. 

Students need to prepare to go 
where the jobs are in order to combat 
a potential serious economic slow- 
down, he said. For many it will be a 
struggle to decide to go where the job 
is or raise a family in the ideal place. 

Blood said many BYU students are 
fortunate to have second languages 
and diverse cultural understanding. 

He said the global economy offers 
great opportunities. Students with . 
second languages should not close the 
door to the possibility of working in 
another country, for example Eu- 
rope. 

But exactly what jobs would be af- 
fected? 

It’s hard to predict what jobs would 
be hit hard, Dutton said. 

He said, “Construction seems to be 
one of the first things hit during a 
recession, but (the hardship) is not 
always evenly distributed around the 
country.” 

Pope said a real estate agent in the 
Northeast would perceive there is a 
recession, but real estate agents in 
Utah said the Utah market is great. 

The auto industry tends to slow 
down, Blood said. 

If a student has already chosen a 
major being affected by the threat ofa 
recession and cannot change it, he or 
she can still survive. 

Blood said this is a classic case of 
needing to adhere to the counsel of 
many leaders of The Church of Jesus 
Christ. of Latter-day Saints. Those 
who are free of debt have a year sup- 
ply of food and a cash reserve will be 
better off than many. He suggested 
postponing making many large pur- 
chases, buying enough to get by. 

Dutton suggested employed stu- 
dents work hard and efficiently so the 
employer will value them as workers 
and not consider them the first to be 
laid off. It is important to manage 
time and money prudently, he said.
